Britain to Pay 
$2 for ’48 Wheat 

Under new contract arrived at 
w ith Britain the price of $2 a bush¬ 
el has been agreed upon as the sale 
price for wheat sold to the United 
Kingdom for the 1948-49 crop. The 
piesent price is $1.55. Negotiations 
were carried out by Hon. J. G. Gar¬ 
diner when he was in Europe at¬ 
tending the Food and Agricultural 
conference." 

Under' a contract signed last 
year Canada agreed to ship Bri¬ 
tain 600. million bushels in four 
years. They were to be 160 million 
bushels in each of 1946-47, and 
1947-48. The price was to be $1.65 
In 1948-49 the minimum t was to 
be $1.25. However maximum prices 
for the last two years were to be 
settled by negotiations taking into 
account world conditions. 

The $2 a bushel for the 1948-49 
ciop will come into effect Aug. 1, 
1948; and compared with the cur¬ 
rent world price in Chicago of 
around $2.80. 

The Canadian wheat board, sole 
purchasing agency of wheat in 
Canada, jacked up the initial price 
to the farmers in 1946 from $1.25 
to $1.86. Any profits the wheat 
board makes on wheat transactions 
are returnable to the growers 
through participation certificates. 

* White the board supplies the 
British and domestic market with 
$1 55 wheat, its sales to foreign 
countries are at around world pri¬ 
ces. 

The new price applies to 140 
million bushels of wheat to be sold 
in the United Kingdom in the 1948- 
49 crop year. 

The. new price is moderate by 
present standards, but very high 
by normal standards. 

Favorable Reaction 

There has been generally favor¬ 
able reaction to this agreement 
amongst agricultural associations. 
One suggestion is that interim- 
payments could be speeded up. 
Though the federal government has 
been getting $1.55 from Britain, 
the payment so far to the farmers 
has been $1.35. The remaining 20 
cents should be available at once 
If the government authorized this, 
and also higher interim payments 
when the 1948 crop is harvested, It 
would help in meeting higher cost 
of production. 

Ben Plumer, chairman of the 
Wheat Pool directorate says: “In 
my opinion the figure of $2 a bush¬ 
el for wheat supplied under the 
British contract for the year 1948- 
49 is a fair one. It takes into ac¬ 
count the difference between the 
world price and the contract price 
in the earlier years of the contract. 
The British government has treat¬ 
ed us fairly. We did not expect 
anything else. 

“The wheat producers of western 
Canada are fair-minded men. They 
have shown that they perfer sta¬ 
bility and reasonable prices to 
‘booms and busts.’ But we do not 
want the prices of things we must 
'buy to get beyond control.” 


Harvest Finally 
Making Progress 

Good harvesting weather ha s 
prevailed this week and every com- ■ 
bine available is being pressed into 
service to get off the crop before 
winter sets in. « 

This has been one of the longest 
und most unsatisfactory harvest 
seasons on record with a heavy 
snowfall and then frequent rains 
keeping, work at a standstill. 
Wheat now being harvested has 
suffered from bleaching and some 
sprouting. The greatest part of 
the crop remaining to be harvested 
Is in the districts north and west 
of Vulcan and it is estimated that 
another week of good weather is 
needed before theharvest can be 
fully completed.

At the regular meeting of board 
members of the Foothills Health 
district, Dr. Norman Foster pre¬ 
sided as chairman. One main mat¬

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DOS’f-WAR Britain- is in more serious straits for 
4 food and other necessities than during the war. 
So far as that country is concerned, the tension and 
alarms of war have ceased, but all the deprivations, 
and more of war years are continuing.

War emer¬ 
gency calls forth endurance and readiness to sacrifice 
under the stimulus of conflict of cris's.

the British people are submitting so patiently to 
their present lot, seems to prove their mettle even 
more strikingly than their unflinching spirit during 
the war. 

It is evident that Canadians are deeply concerned 
over the lot of people on the British Isles. The aver¬ 
age person does not attempt to understand Britain’s 
position in respect to imports and exports, world 


trade, the pound sterling and all the intricacies of 
finances and economics. But everyone understands 
the simple needs of food and clothing. That is a 
person-to-person call which stirs the deep wells of 
sympathy and compassion in all the human race. 

Throughout Canada organizations and individuals 
are sending food to people in Britain in an unending 
stream. There _ are numerous Service clubs, with 
branches all over Canada, all putting forth special 
effort to alleviate the different shortages overseas. 
The sum total of their good works must be tremen¬ 
dous. Week by week our own local paper records the 
piojects carried out by district groups to brighten 
the l.ve of kinfolk, and others across the sea. Wo¬ 
men’s organizations of church an'd community have 
made this work a special objective and are unceas¬ 
ing in their practical efforts to provide food ana 
clothing. The local Rotary Club is one of the men’s 
organizations to consider parcels for Britain as an 
important phase of service. The Boy Scouts have as¬ 
sembled toys to send overseas. 

All this is the most direct and perhaps the most 
appreciated assistance that can be rendered. It must 
be left to the heads of government to determine mu¬ 
tually helpful policies to relieve the gloomy overall 
picture. But such machinery moves slowly to reach 
any objective, and in the meantime people must be 
adequately fed. They must have clothing to protect 
them against the coming winter. This is something 
that the little people understand. It is something in 
which they can help. ', • 

There is little doubt that the flow of gifts from 
Canadians to British people must be relieving the 
drabness of living for many. And these gifts so glady 
received, are ennobling to the giver, a proof that the 
simple virtues of goodwill and regard for fellowman 
still triumph. _ •

What Goushenko said 
about the suppression of the 
Comintern was true—he said 
that was the Kremlin’s greatest 
farce. It was made to lull people 
to sleep and give its foreign ag¬ 
ents a breathing spell. Now Mos- 


ceived at any of the European 
courts, was scoffed at and a sub¬ 
ject for cheap jokes. Now in death 
he is a -revered and glorified fig¬ 
ure (his royalty ignored before, 
now emphasized by the official 
tears of King Edward and his 
court).
